The 
establishment of the “moral power of 
right cannot conceivably be based upon 
any question of conditions as to the 
restitution of territory whose invasion 
Germany's own Chancellor admitted to be 
defensible on no other plea than that of 
„military necessity.”’ The Pope's Note 
provided the German Government with an 
opportunity of offering some earnest of 
sincerity. It has deliberately disregarded 
that opportunity in its reply, and if is in 
the light of its sinister silence on the sub- 
ject of Belgium that we must read the 
profuse professions of belief in the forti- 


endeavour to make good its lack of pre- 
cision. We may recognise that the Im- 
perial German Government was not wont 
to use this language, and the “ conciliatory 
and fraternal spirit which it now avows 
is an admission that it realises the failure 
of the material power of arms. One 
sentence at least in its reply rings sin- 
cerely—that im which it declares that 
“Germany, owing to her geographical 
situation and her economic requirements, 
has to rely on peaceful intercourse with 
her neighbours and distant countries. 
The German Government has reached the 
conviction that the material power of 
arms must be superseded by the moral 
power of right only because it has made 
the unpleasant discovery that, in the long 
run, the material power of arms does not 
pay. But the Allies will not sit down to 
discuss the enthronement of “the moral 
power of right with those who invoked 
“the material power of arms and are 
now ready to discard it only when it is 
breaking in their hands. A Government

In considering the age of 
Newfoundland as a colony, the date must 
be taken as from 1728, the first year in 
which a Governor was officially appointed. 
Canada’s birth as a whole British posses- 
sion dates from the Treaty of Paris in 
1763, but Cabot discovered the mainland 
in the same year in which he discovered 
Newfoundland. Australia, of course, is 
much younger. Although Portuguese and 
Dutch navigators were supposed to have 
discovered New South Wales in the seven- 
teenth century, the first effective landing 
was made by Captain Cook in 1770. South 
Africa swam into our ken in the fifteenth 
century. Bartholomew de Diaz landed in 
Algoa Bay in 1486, and Vasco di Gama 
doubled the Cape eleven years later. 
Mauritius, discovered by à Portuguese, 
Pedro Mascaren, did not come into our 
possession until we had beaten the French 
in 1810. We have held Trinidad since 
1802, having ousted the Spaniards in 1797. 
The spirit of the British pioneer remains 
in the twentieth century. We can trace 
it to-day in the deeds of Anzacs and Cana- 
dians on the battlefields of France.

Urban Milk Supply. 


We have had warnings for many months 
past of the danger of a milk famine in 
Dublin and other Irish cities and towns, 
and, as the days grow shorter, the evi- 
dences of its approach become all the more 
ominous. There is a growing scarcity in 
the supply of milk, there is an upward 
tendency in the milk prices, and—most 
serious of all—there is an upward tendency 
in the death-rate amongst the children of 
the poor.

The replies of the German and Austrian 
Governments to the Pope's peace Note are 
documents of some political interest, but 
of no practical importance. They leave 
the situation exactly where it stood before. 
They offer no basis upon which the Allies 
could even begin to contemplate the possi- 
bility of peace. Germany—the two re 
plies are plainly dictated from Berlin, and 
we may treat them as one—invites the 
Allies, in effect, to “ buy a pig in a poke.” 
Her reply is vastly more remarkable for 
what it does not, than for what it does, 
contain. It is profuse in pacific profes- 
sions ; it is absolutely deficient im concrete 
statement of terms. It begins with a lie— 
that in the crisis which led up to the war 
the Kaiser's efforts, up to the last moment, 
were directed towards settling the conflict 
by peaceful means. It proceeds with an 
expression of agreement with the Pope's 
conviction that in future “the material 
power of arms must be superseded by the 
moral power of right.” It concludes with 
the hope that the Allies also may see in 
the ideas submitted by the Pope a suitable 
basis for the discussion of peace.

A Rome telegram states that the Vatican 
bag, which arrived on Friday by a courier from 
Switzerland, did not contain the replies of the 
Central Empires to the Papai Note. ‘The 
Vatican, therefore, states that the documenis 
cannot reach home betore Wednesday at the 
earliest. : 


ANOTHER PAPAL NOTE. 


The Vatican, says a Rome telegram of Sun- 
days date, is now awaiting the replies of the 
Allies, after receiving which the Pope will again 
address a Note to all the belligerents, pointing 
out questions in regard to which all agree, 
such as the reduction of armaments, the estab- 
lishment of international arbitration, and the 
restoration and strengthening of International 
Law, which represent the foundation of a new 
order of things for the whole world and a new 
era of peace for humanity. The Vatican be- 
heves that once an agreement has been reached 
on general principles it will be easier to adjust 
secondary problems by good-will aud friendly 
discussion. 

lt is reported that Cardinal Gasparri's idea 
comprises a new organisation of the world's 
needs, and, above all, the suppression of con- 
scription, with the proviso that it should not 
be re-established without a law approved by 
the people, which in normal conditions would 
be most improbable—jndeed, normaily impos- 
sible, this having been the result of an agree- 
ment between ail the civilised countries of the 
world. Even if a Government first declared 
war, and then presented a bill to Parliament 
for the adoption of conscription, or for the 
formation of a large army, it would find it 
dificult to induce Parliament to approve of a 
violation of a treaty with all civilised nations. 
Knowing, moreover, that this would involve im- 
mediate hability to a general economic, com- 
mercial, and financial boyeoit, only a mad Go- 
vernment, it is remarked, would run such grave 
risks. The suppression of conscription would 
lead automatically, Cardinal Gasparri is said tb 
think, to disarmament, and to the end of mili— 
tarism, and to all the beneficent consequences 
which would result-namely, to an international 
peace and the restoration of economic and 
hnancial conditions in countries which have 
been exhausted by the present war. The Holy 
See has always been opposed to conscripiton, and 
refused to introduce it in its State when the 
Pope was a temporal Sovereign. 

Cardinal Gasparri is further reported to have 
observed that Great Britain offers the most 
splendid example of how a great, prosperous 
i ower, exercising an immense influence through- 
out the world, can maintain ite existence with- 
out a standing army. When war was declared 
even (reat Britain, despite her colossal Fé. 
sources, required a long time before she was 
able to form a large army. ‘If al) the States of 
the world were in the same condition, it would 
take so lon to make war reparations that 
there would be time, — hg for friendly 
intervention to r the conflict. The 
Vatican thinks that the whole world. hesides 
agreeing to suppress conscription, should pro- 
claim the principle that no head of a State 
whether Emperor, King, or President, should 
have the right to declare war without first con

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ITALY AND THE REPLIES. 

The reply of the Central Empires, says a 
Rome telegram, da Rat urday, has been a 
disillusionment, even for the Vatican. Accord. 
ing to all impartial reports, the Holy Bee is 
however, presenting a good face to the bad 
news. Political cirdles here observe that both 
Berlin aud Vienna are much less epecific in 
stating their intentions regarding the peace con. 
ditions which they intend to propose than the 
Pope himself, whose Note to the Allies had 
already been found to contain insufficient pro 
posal. In substance, the Central Empires accept 
the leading lines of the Papal Note regarding 
the diminution of armaments, and international! 
arbitration; buí they do not even mention the 
restoration of Belgium, France, Serbia 
Rumania, the independence of Poland. or the 
solution of the Alsace-Lorraine, the Trentino 
and Trieste problems. Furthermore, the ques 
tion of the reduction of armaments is alluded 
to therein in such words, and with such insist- 
ence about naval armaments, and with such 
emphasis upon the liberty of the seas as to 
be a direct challenge to Great sritain. The 
passages in both replies referring to the neces. 
sity for the restoration of right and justice 
seem to be a mockery, coming, as they do from 
those who have trampled upon the most sacred 
laws. It is thus apparent how thoroughly 
President Wilson was justified, when, in his last 
Note, he laid it down as a leading condition 
that whatever proposal might seem to be ac. 
ceptable to the Allies should be guaranteed. not 
by the Government of the Central Empires 
which had unchained the present war, but by 
their peoples, who are not responsible for the 
horrors which have afflicted humanity during 
the last four years. The publication of the 
replies of the Central Empires has certainly 
caused considerable surprise here, as Cardinal 
Gasparri, the Papal Secretary of State last 
night emphatically declared that the Vatican 
did not expect the documents until the arrival 
of the Vatican courier from Switzerland on 
Wednesday next. 3 |

RUSSIA AND THE PEACE MOVES. 


A Petrograd telegram, dated Saturday, eays— 
The announcement of the departure of the 
representative of the Hungarian Oppos- 
tion for a conference at Berne, coming 
on top of the articles which have 
been appearing in the German Press dur- 
ing the whole week, suggesting the possibility 
of a peace before the winter, caused miumours 
to get abroad yesterday that attemps were 
being made to bring about a separate peace 
between the Central. Pewers and the Allies 
at the expense of Russia. Articles appeared 
this morning in several Russian organs of the 
Social Democrats, protesting against the in- 
tention attributed to the Alhes, and emphasis- 
ing the danger for the Socialist cause of such 
a development. The papers emphasise the need 
of strengthening the Russian Army, while 
urging that efforts should be continued to at- 
tain that peace to which the proletariat of 
the world aspires. 

The Retch gives an emphatic denial to the 
rumours of any pourparlers between the Allies 
and the Central Powers.. 

A Sunday telegram says—The rumours which 
have come to Petrograd from abroad regarding 
the possibility of peace negotiations being put 
in hand have called forth a large number of 
articles in the newspapers of the capital, most 
of which give expression to the deep discontent 
of public opinion in Russia at the Allied coun- 
tries raising and discussing the question cf 
peace while Russia, despite her disastrous 
economic position and her military disorganisa- 
tion, has continued unceasingly to declare, 
through the mouth of her various organisations, 
her firm determination to carry on the war. 
To-day, again, the Central Committee of the 
Union of all Democratic Organisations for the 
National Defence issues a strong appeal to 
citigens to devote all their energies towards en- 
suring for the country a successful issue in the 
great war between the pations. Most of the 
newspapers begin by stating that these rumours 
as to peace negotiations have their source on 
this as on previous occasions in Germany, whence 
they are sent forth periodically. Their import- 
ance, therefore, is very doubtful. In view of 
the forthcoming Democratic Conference, the 
Germans are once again endeavouring to avail 
themselves of the psychological moment. But, 
as the Nussuhaja Volta remarks, they will fied 
they have made a bad mistake. Whatever may 
be the attitude of this Conference, the journal 
proceeds, in regard to questions of internal

BIG DEMONSTRATION IN CORK.

ATTACK ON POLICE. 


Count Plunkett, John MacNeill, — 
Griffith, and other Sun Fein leaders arriv 
in Cork on Saturday aight tor their 27 
on Sunday. A crowd of about & thousan d má 
sons, who went to meet them, marched throug: 
the city im processional order, bearing Regudi- 
can. flags, Having remained for «ome timo 
outside the hotel in which the leaders were stay; 
ing, it ing, the erowd dispersed. Large war 
ot Constabulary, carrying rifles, were atatioge 
at various pointe siong the route, and, save 
for an exhirition of hostility towards the xe. 
eruiting office in Patrick street, nothing called 
for their intervention. At 4 later period of 
the night a disgraceful attack was made uren 
a police guard of about a dosaen men stationed 
outside the male prison on Western road by a 
crowd of about two hundred persons. Without 
the slightest warning, 4 fusillade of stones 
were fung at the guard, and one of them, 
Sergeant Desmond, of Victoria Cross. was ime 
jured about the head, and had to be removed 
for treatment. The police charged their asail 
anta. and in & brief nme reed ther’, foil 
ing what was obvieusly inten d—an attack on 
the jail building m consequence of the imcar 
cars tion there of Sinn Fein preoners. | 

The Sinn Fein demonstration, representing 
the city and county, was held on the Grand 
Parade yesterday afternoon, when specches 
were delivered from three pistiorms. Qu the 
main platiorm a wage Sinn Fein flag flew from 
a Croppy pike, and in the gathering, which 
totalled over 10,000 persons, green, white, and 
orange colours were displayed on all hands, 
with motto in Irish. Prior to the meeting 
the Sinn Fein leaders were ted with om; 
address of weleome from the Bandon Tows 
Commissioners. 

Mr Griffith said when they were asked to 
join the Irish Convention they replied they 
were willing to go into a Convention of their 
countrymen of al) sectione to decide their 
future government on three conditions. These 
conditions were refused, They had no respect 
for this Convention, as their policy was com- 
plate independence, He would ask the people 
not to display any hostility te the Convention. 
They in Dublin had supply ignored it. If it 
came to a conclusion to-morrow to recommend 


to do with anything ehort of the restoration to 
Ireland of complete independence. 

Rev. Deuis M O'Flynn proposed & series of 
resolutions, including the following — We do- 
olare that the English Governments nominated 
Convention, which is to sit in Cork during the 
coming week, does so without a mandate cr 
authority derived from the Irish people. We 
declare that this Convention, constituted by 
England on the assumption that Ireland must 
remain for all time a vassal State subject to 
English domination, is intended to perpeuate 3 
gross fraud, on the principle that all nations 
must be free to select for themselves the form 
of government under which they desired to 
live.” 

Count Plunkett said the Irish conception of 
that Convention as a place of perfect 
was that, in order to produce that atmosp ' 
it was thought necessary to barricade the 
windows of the place where the Convention will 
sit in Cork in order to name that freedom, 
Between the people and the Convention they 
had put an army of police in order to receive 
freedom for that body, and they also thought 
it necessary to put a small body of soldiers 
outside. ; 

Mr. John McNeill said the strength of the 
Sinn Fein party was largely due to the failure 
of Parliamentarians. They should let the Con- 
vention come and go. [It would not do them 
any harm, aud they should not do it any harm.
